The views expressed by Charles M. 


Schwab before the ways and means 
committee are susceptible of no other 
Interpretation than1 that the steel in- 
dustry, if not exactly an infant, Is .In 
a transitional slate and until It settles 
down to a Drin basis the tariff should 
remain as It is. This Is contrary to 
a. former expression of Mr. Schwab's 
and directly opposed to the position or 
Andrew Carnegie. 


Mr. Schwab justifies the tariff by ex- 


plaining that the open-hearth process 
of steel making Is succeeding the Bes- 
semer process and that the German 
electrical method will succeed all oth- 
ers in a few years. These changes ne- 
cessitate the Introduction of new ma- 
chinery and the abandonment of the 
old at practically a dead loss. In other 
words, protection—high protection— 
is essential not only to the fostering 
of an Industry hut to Its continued 
modernization, which Is, of course, to 
say that a tariff Is always necessary 
and always will be. 


Tho strange thing about these new 


processes is that, while they produce 
better steel, they increase the cost of 
the product. It will he a distinct de- 
parture in tariff making if an attempt 
is made to anticipate such 
future 


needs. 
Tariffs, when honestly made, 


ara designed to fit existing conditions. 
The Dlngley law has had a longer life 
than any of Its predecessors and it was 
long 'ago obsolete. Its most voluble 
friends, in acknowledging its antiquity, 
never fail to discuss the changed in- 
dustrial conditions and assert apolo- 
getically that it was a good law when 
passed and fitted the conditions which 
existed at that time. 


As for a revised tariff on steel, con- 


gress need not concern itself about the 
future. • It is enough if it takes ac- 
count of the present And the present 
is the time when the steel trust has 
perfected economies and reduced the 
cost ot its product so that It is almost 
wllthout a rival in the markets of the 
world where it sells steel at a much 
lower price than at home. There is 
such a margin between the foreign 
.and domestic prices of its products 
that fear of the expense attendant on 
tne introduction of new methods of 
manufacture may be dismissed. The 
present generation, which has contrib- 
uted heavily to the success ol the steel 
interosts, feels that It Is time it .had 
some of the benefit of the sacrifices It 
has made. 


President Roosevelt Must Have Known 


How It Was to Be Spent. 


Four years ago In the last week of 


the campaign Kdward H. llarrlman 
went to the White House at the in- 
vitation of President Roosevelt to con- 
fer about the political situation in Now 
York. 


As a result of that conference Mr. 


Harriman returned to this city and Im- 
mediately raised $200.00(1. which was 
turned over to the Republican national 
committee for use In this state. 


Mr. Harrimnn, In a subsequent letter 


to Sidney Webster, declared that ns a 
result of the fund he raised, "at least 
Su.OOO votes were turned In the city 
of New York alone, making a. differ- 
ence of 100,000 votes In the general re- 
sult" 


This money In the last hours of the 


campaign could not have been used 
for any legitimate purpose. Mr. Harri- 
man did not pretend that it wus used 
for a legitimate purpose. On the con- 
trary, he took pride In the fact that 
50,000 votes were changed, making a 
difference of 100,000 votes In the re- 
sult. 
In other words, Mr. Harriman 


boasted that his campaign fund pur- 
chased for the Republican candidates 
60,000 votes that otherwise would have 
gone to the Democratic candidates. 


Whether or not Mr. Roosevelt had 


tho slightest Intention of respecting 
the "moral obligation" to Harriman 
Implied by this contribution of 5260,- 
000, he could not have been Ignorant 
of the purpose to which this money 
would be put. "You and I are practical 
men," said tho president In one of his 
letters to Harriman. As a practical 
man and a practical 
politician Mr. 


Roosevelt know there was only ono 
use for $260,000 at the end of a doubt- 
ful campaign. 


Knowing all this he not only encour- 


aged Harriman to raise the money, but 
Jed Harrimnn to believe that as a re- 
ward he would be allowed to help 
shape the railroad policy of tho ad- 
ministration.—-New York World.

Skim milk will serve this 


purpose as well, or possibly better, 
than any other farm product, but it 
rarely ever Is available in sufficient 
quantities for extensive use in feeding 
hogs. 


Most farms of good size can use a 


gasoline engine to profit.

How They Can Be Eliminated and 


Made Productive Soil. 


In many fields' unnecessary -ditches 


are allowed to form. A certain amount 
of drainage is necessary for every 
fleld yet in many places ditches ten 
times too big.are allowed to form. 
These both reduce the area for culti- 
vation'and are a hindrance to plowing, 
cultivating, and reaping. Where such 
ditches are not absolutely necessary 
for carrying of surplus water they 
should be filled with brush or straw 
and be made to catch soil wash and fill 
un 
After they are filled so that they 


may be crossed with team and tools 
and the tendency for washing is still 
strong, the area may be planted to 
grass. The grass will annually catch 
and hold new soil, tending to level the 
field, and the immediate ditch area 
will become very productive soil in- 
stead of a nuisance. It will be "made 
soil " similar to bottom land, and made 
soil, regardless of source. Is good soil.

Capt. Dickson, a former ofllclal ot

Something that hap- 
pened tltirliiB tho (lay, had brought to 
hln rnlml one of tho vivid experiences 
of his flays ot active service, and I had 
no trouble in getting him to relate the 
circumstances. 
I put them down In 


his own words. 


The P. & O. was a little railroad 


that ran between two small towns in t 
certain western state, and I happened 
to become mixed up with this labor 
dlftlculty because of the fact that the 
road carried tho 
malls. 
My depart- 


ment was brought into play to prevent 
any Interference with tho government 
mail service by tho strikers. 


The country at large was not much 


affected by tho tying up of this Insig- 
nificant part of tho great network ot 
railroads. 
Yet tho government, with 


tho thoroughness it displays In every- 
thing connected with it, took the liveli- 
est Interest In the ease. 
I was as- 


signed to Ir. with instructions to see 
that the mall train made Its regular 
dully trip without being molested. 


I was much surprised to nnd an old 


collcb-e-mate of mine officiating as gen- 
eral manager of the road. I remem- 
bered him as a studious, gawky, red- 
headed youngster, who was taking a 
course in civil engineering. I had 
•aome work with him In tho surveying 
class, which was a part of the course 


- 
of. mining engineering to which I was 
levotlng my attention. 
Ho was too 


Oelf-centered and too studious to be 


, popular with tho boys ot his class, and 
/because I appreciated his 
loneliness 
/ and showed him some slight courtesies, 
/• -he formed a deep attachment for me 


•Wo promised to write when we lett 
college, but as those promises gen- 
erally go, neither of. us thought of u 
or It we did, ever acted upon It. We 
-quite lost track oE each other until I 
walked Into his office ono afternoon 
to confer with him about the strike. 


He was not quite as red-headed and 


gawky as In his college days, but he 
had changed so little that I readily 
recognized him. Ho know me Instant- 
ly and greeted mo with a warmth and 
a genuine pleasure that 
was most 


agreeable. He was snowed under with 
work but he brushed aside tho mass 
of papers that littered his desk and 
made me sit down nnd tell him some- 
thing of. my experiences since I had 
loft college before he would take up 
•business matters with me. 
He told 


mo ot tho struggle ho had had In 
-climbing from obscurity to his present 
responsible position, which was not in 
any sense an unimportant one. His 
road was a feeder or tap-line £or one 
of tho big trans-continental systems, 
and his post put him in direct line for 


agitators who saw a chance to advance 
their own selfish Interests by bringing 
about a difficulty between the road and 
Its employes. The demands had been 
refused and tho men had gone out on 
strike. 


Majors had come up from the ranks 


himself and had every sympathy for 
the men until ho had convinced him- 
self that they wore lu the wrong. Once 
convinced on this point, he had bowed 
his neck and refused to treat with 
them further unless they returned to 
work unconditionally. The men knew 
his determined character 
and 
they 


realized that ho meant Just what he 
had said. I believe they would have 
discontinued the strike, 
so 
popular 


was Majors with the men and so well 
was his honesty known, it it had not 
been for tho activity of a walking J-'~ 
sate of tho trainmen's union.

Ho was a wealthy mine owner, 


and one of tho best paying properties

If you resort to violence I will 


He told me about this one afternoon 


when I visited him at his office. One 
of the office boys bung about as we 
talked in a way that I did not like, 
and I cautioned Majors lest he be over- 
heard and Halllday warned, but 
he 


scoffed at my fears and said he trusted 
the boy. 
Nevertheless, I didn t like 


the gleam that came Into the boys 
eyes when be beard what Majors had 
to say about Halliday. Things looked 
threatening for the delegate. 
I knew 


that he was a dangerous character 
and I feared that he might try to es- 
cape from tho net that Majors was 
weaving about him by trying to silence

Th'at night Majors had promised to 


call on me at my hotel to sample a

As wo stood talking. I noticed Halll- 


day passing down tho opposite side of 
the street and he scowled across at us 
malignantly.
